| One of the torpedo boats which at-

| Commencing at 11:30 o’clock Tuesday 
‘night, continuing until 3 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning, six torpeda boats and 
especially fitted torpedo craft constantly 
attempted attacks against the Russian 
battle ship Sevastopol, the cdast defense 
'vesse] Otvashni and the military trans- 
ports. 

Details of the attack are not yet known. 
However, according to reports from the 
watch tower at 9 o%tlock this morning, 
the Sevastopol ha@ commenced lowering 
astern and the water was said to reach 
the torpedo tubes astern. 

The partially successful torpedo attack 
on the Sevastopol] was made in the face 
of almost insurmountable obstacles, and 
makes another inspiring story of the 
splendid bravery of a number of officers.

Syveton by a former 
husband. Both M. Menard and. Mme. 


Syveton had accused the deputy of these 


relations and a family council took place 
shortly before M. Syveton’s death, at 
which violent scenes were enacted, M, 
Menard declaring that it was the duty of 
the deputy to’ put a bullet through his 
head and Mme. Syveton announeing her 
purpose to sue for a divorce. This was 
the eve of M. Syveton’'s trial for assault- 
ing War Minister Andre in the chamber 
of deputies November 4. | 

The deputy foresaw the public dis- 
closure of his relations with his wife's 
daughter, and thereupon committed sul- 
elde for the purpose of averting the dis- 
closure. The foregoing is interwoven 
with many scandalous details, which the 
police and public are following with ab- 
sorbing interest. 

The case has’ taken on a political 
aspett, the nationalists associated with 
M. Syveton asserting that there were 
threats of disclosure which amounted to 
a conspiracy 6n the part of the govern- 
ment’s supporters to compel the deputy 
to take his own life. This charge does 
not appear to be supported, as the 
tragedy was clearly the result of a scan- 
dalous domestic drama. 

In the course of the investigation it de- 
veloped that M. Syveton had. been re- 
cefving a salary of $5,000 as secretary 
for Count Boni de Castellane.

The work 
of .rescue was .spfompt, and to. this 
promptness those who escaped death owe 
their thanks. The first to enter the fire 
hole was Lieufenant Cole, Without hesi 
tating at becoming scalded by thé hot 
water and steam he entered quickly and 
dragged the men from tne place to the 
door, where they were taken in charge by 
others. Bub and Hamilton were dead 
when found and Ritzel died a few min- 
ufes after being taken on deck. 


Gasket Probabiy Defective. 

Whether the gasket was defective or 
whether it had been carelessly put in 
place remains for the official court of 
inquiry to determine. It is said the boiler 
had been thoroughly overhauled and 
tested under a tremendous pressure of 
steam. At the time of the accident the 
steam pressure was only sufficient to 


run the ship’s heating plant. 
The accident will cause little or no de- 
lay in preparing the battleship for sea.

Manufacturers Declare They Cannot 
Secure Sufficient Home Labor, 
and Are Forced To Employ 
Foreigners, Who Give 
Satisfaction. 


Columbia, 8S. C., December. 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The introduction of foreign labor 
into the cotton mills of South Carolina 
marks a new era in the cotton manufac- 
turing industry. This departure has been 
made necessary by the scarcity of mill 
labor, due to the high price of cotton 
drawing the present help back to the 
farms, 

An organized movement on the part of 
the cofton mill interests was begun some 
time ago and as a result foreign help 
is being brought to the leading mill cen- 
ters in this state. 

In Greenville three mills have taken 
twenty-five families each of Germans and 
Poles. Other mills have secured a smaller 
number of foreigners, 

Lewis W. Parker, president of the 
Olympia, Richland and Granby mills, of 
this city ‘and of mills in Greenville, states 
that he is entirely satisfied wifh the ex- 
periment in=Greenville and is of the 
opinion that eventually foreign labor wil] 
be brought to the mills generally 
throughout the state. 


The mill men are delighted with the. 


eteadiness and 


are well educated, seem to be pleased 
with thefr new work and surroundings. 

It is said that one-third of the spindles 
are lying idle in this state because of the 
insufficiency of the supply of labor and 
ft is this condition that has forced the 
mills to look elsewhere for help.

So cleverly was the swindle perpetrated 
that the police in the larger cities were 
notified. .A month passed and then the 
suspect appeared in Birmingham, Ala. 
There he was looking over sites to start 
a cotton seed of] mill and soon became 
a member of the Commercial Club of 
that city. He obtained’ about $9,000 on 
some of the stolen bonds from a Bir- 
mingham ‘banker and then was next 
heand of in New York. He rented an 
office and tried to sell the bonds almost 
within a stone’s throw of the firms he 
had robbed. Detectives were close upon 
the trail, but he fled just before thev 
arrived and is now reported to be in.

First to a slight reduction in the home 
production; second, to a material in- 
crease in home consumption; and third, 
to unusually large wheat crops abroad 
which reduced the world’s demands for 
hreadstuffs of the United States. 

The. figures given in the preliminary 
statement covers nly the mwre m- 
portant ports of the country, but suf- 
ficiently approximate the total to mm 
dicate clearly the relative value of the 
breadstuffs exported in the present year 
as compared with those of last year. 
Thus, the preliminary figures indicate 
that the value of breadstuffs exported 
during the eleven months’ period was 
less than one-half that of the corre- 
sponding months of 1903, and seems to 
justify the estimate that the complete 
report for the full calendar year will 
also show a total of less than one-half 
that for the immediately preceding cal- 
endar year. 

Slight Change in Total Exports. 

Although the breadstuffs exported wil!

According to a recent issue of The 
Manufacturers’ Record, such a loco- 
motive is now under construction and 
the theoretical phase having been 
worked out to a nicety, all that re 
mains is a practical demonstration 
Experienced engineers entertain no 
fear regarding the results of the lat- 
ter. Other locomotives have been con- 
structed on the principle of mobile 
power houses—enginés creating their 
own electricity and feeding it to mo- 


tors attached to the axles, dispensing 


with road power houses, trolley wires 
or third rails. In previous attempts, 
however, stationary steam engines 
have generated the current, and the 
cost and. clumsiness of such devices 
have been sufficient to condemn their 
ordinary use. It is now proposed to 
employ the internal-combustion engine 
in place of the steam engine, for the 
generation of the current. The new 
type of locomotive, in addition to pos- 
sessing immense superiority in com- 
pactness, weight and economy of oper- 
ation, is many times more efficient In 
the development of actual applied 
horse power.

Cowart, of Arlington, for a rate on 
Munger bales, granted the request and) 
passed an order requiring the railroads to! 
‘Transport baies compressed by the new 
*ystem at 6 cents per hundred or 30 cents 
& bale less than is charged for uncom- 
pressed bales. ; 

Ttie rate applies only from Arlington 
to Savannah and Brunswick, as the only 
Munger press in the state is now located 
in Arlington at the ginnery owned by 
Mr. Cowart. , 

It was shown during the hearing that 
the bales compressed by the Munge: 
system have even a greater density than 
the cotfon compressed by the big steam 
presses which are owned by the railroads. 

The charge for compressing cotton by 
the big presses is about 3742 cents a bale, 
so the old style compressed bale still has 
an advantage over the new bale. 

The railroad officlals at the meeting 
were apparently satisfied with this rul- 
ing of the commission, and one of them, 
Vice President Winburn. of the Central 
of Georgia Railway Company, so ex- 
presseg himself in strong terms. 

This rate made by the commission, 
however, is only a temporary one. Tne 
question is entirely a new one, and the 
commission’s ruling in this case will’ af- 
fect only one party, Mr. Cowart. That 
it will grow in tmportancr, anoweve. 
there is no doubt. The commission still 
has the matter under consideration, and 
later on will, no doubt, be called on to 
promulgate a system of rates from many 
points throughout the state on this new 
st¥le of compressed bale. 


Old Presses May Have To Go.

Not Exceed $25,000 at the 
Most~—A high East Wind 
Was Blowing at the 

Time.

The losses at the Peters street fire ag- 
gregate about $20,300, without deduct- 
ing anything for insurance. Of the total 
loss, m6re than $2,0v0 is covered by 
insurance, The ‘heaviest loss of ail, 
however, fal" on the Stevens’ 
mill, which was uninsured. Besides that 
building dana machinery, there is not 
more than $3,000 ioss uncovered by in- 
surance. 

When the lay of the land, the condi- 
tions underfoot and the suff wintry 
wind blowing at the time of the fire are 
all taken into consideration, wie people 
of all sections surrounding the scene 
of the fire, especially on Peters street, 
feel that the splendid work of the fire 
department saveq many thousands of 
dollars, 

When the aiarm was first sent in by 
telephone and .ae companies turned out 
to go to the fire, the whole southwest 
Side of Atlanta was lit up and in the 
midst of the great sea of light immense 
blazes were leaping high into the sky. 
A fierce wind was blowing out of the

north and east, which threatened to 
drive the fire along Peters street until 
that whole thoroughfare was consumed | 
by the flames, . 

In order to stay the progress of the fire | 
the firemen had to fight in the face of | 
the wind. The streets were like glass and 
the wind was ‘bitter cold.
